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Sadat says Libya moving 
troops, arms to border 


WASHLNGTON, March 28, 
(Agencies) — President Anwar 
Sadat said Wednesday he had 
received reports of military activ- 
ity along the Egyptian- Libyan 
bonder, including Syrian planes 
sent to Libya last week. 

Sadat, speaking at a news con- 
ference two days after signing a 
peace treaty with Israel, said 
Libyan leader Moammar Qaddafi 
was getting military help from 
Cuba and East Germany, and 
backing From the Soviet Union. 

Asked if this could lead to a 
repeat of the Egyptian- Libyan 
border conflict of 1977. he said : 

“ I think after the lesson in 
1977, he (Qaddafi) will not repeat 
it. But he might be pushed by the 
Soviets.” 


Sadat said he expected Arab 
leaders who oppose him to decide 
within the next day or two whether 
to take measures against Egypt for 
signing the treaty. 

But, he added, ** whatever 
comes out of Baghdad will not 
change history at all or make it go 
backwards. " 

Asked what would happen if 
other Arab states cut off aid to 
Egypt. Sadat said : ” whatever 
happens we shall face it. " 

The Egyptian leader predicted 
that the next two years would pro- 
duce a lot of changes in the Middle 
East because of the peace treaty. 

He said he believed 1 979 might 
be a fateful ye^r for some of the 
countries which at present oppose 
him. 


North, South Yemen 
hold peace summit 


KUWAIT. March 28 (Agen- 
cies) — The presidents of North 
and South Yemen arrived here 
Wednesday to discuss political dif- 
ferences which last month erupted 
into a border war between their 
countries. 

First to arrive was North 
Yemeni President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh. South Yemeni President 
Abdul Fattah Ismail landed three 
hours later. 

Both were greeted at the airport 
by the ruler of Kuwait, Sheikh 
Jaber Al-Ahmed Al-Sabah. 

Saleh and Ismail both conferred 
with Sheikh Jaber before moving 
to their guest quarters. 

The ruler was expected to open 
the Yemeni summit conference 
later Wednesday at AI Salam 
Palace, where the two presidents 
were to stay. 

Tight security was in force and 
newsmen were barred from the 
conference site. 

The North Yemeni president 
said on arrival he looked forward 
to cooperation with South Yemen 
along the road to unity on “ a firm 
and clear basis". 

The president of South Yemen 
also urged unity.** which will bols- 
ter the struggle of the Arab nation 
at this critical juncture when the 
regime of (Egyptian President) 
Anwar Sadat has broken away 
from the Arab rank, inflicting 


serious damage on the pan Arab 
causes. ” 

Theconference. expected to last 
four days, is an effort to try to 
revive the 1972 Cairo agreement 
which urged the two countries to 
unite. 

The agreement, which followed 
a border war, was never 
implemented because of the 
ideological differences between 
South and North Yemen. 

Kuwaiti officials said the Arab 
League-sponsored summit is also 
being attended by Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdul Halim Kbaddam, 
Iraqi Planning Minister Adnan 
Hussein and Jordanian Foreign 
Minister Hassan Ibrahim. 

The three ministers played a 
major role in separating th- v.-ar- m 
ring Yemeni factions and halting 
the border fighting, which erupted 
Feb. 23. 

The flare-up assumed, interna- 
tional importance because of 
stakes which the United States 
and the Soviet Union have in the 
strategic Red Sea region. 

And because of the conflict, 
Saudi Arabia pulled its contingent 
out of the Arab peace-keeping 
force in Lebanon and also cancel- 
led all military leave. 

The United' States rushed milit- 
ary supplies to North Yemen to 
enable it to withstand the South 
Yemeni attackers. 


" I think the more eligible for 
the first change would be in 
Syria, " Sadat said. 

Asked if he included the Syrian 
leadership of President Hafez 
Assad in this prediction, he said : 
“ It includes that. ” 

Assad was once one of Presi- 
dent Sadat's closest allies but now 
opposes him over the treaty with 
Israel. 

" He has to pull back from 
Lebanon. " Sadat said of .Assad in 
discussing Syrian involvement in 
that country. 

“ Lebanon bas proved to be a 
fiasco or quagmire. The situation 
is deteriorating in Syria itself. 
When he pulls back I think some 
change will take place there. ” 

The Egyptian leader said that 
despite the fact that relations with 
Israel would soon face a test in 
negotiations over the issue of 
Palestinian autonomy, he believed 
the next stages would be much 
easier than before the treaty sign- 
ing. 

He said the aim of the negotia- 
tions on autonomy for the West 
Bank and Gaza was not to make 
decisions on behalf of the Palesti- 
nians. 

“ We want to put them on the 
appropriate channel by full aut- 
onomy and then they can decide 
for themselves. “ he said. 

Asked what he intended to do 
to try to get the Palestinians 
involved in the negotiations about 
their future, the president 
replied : " Lots of things. ” 

Pressed on whether he could 
reveal precise plans, he smited and 
said. ** not yet. *' 

Meanwhile Israeli Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan returned 
home Wednesday and displayed 
the Hebrew copy of the peace tre- 
aty with Egypt, signed in Washing- 
ton on Monday. 

The heavy folder, bound in 
black and bordered in gold, was 
carried by foreign ministry legal 
expert Meir Rosenne. 

Dayan said Rosenne had poss- 
ibly done more than anybody else 
to formulate the text, "this is his 
baby, and he is carrying it.” the 
foreign minister quipped. 

After explaining the contents of 
the folder Dayan particularly 
stressed two accompanying 
documents to the treaty, signed by 
Israel and the United States.

Yamani says 


No surcharge planned 
for Saudi oil prices 
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VIENNA March 28 (Agen- 
cies) — Sheikh Ahmad Zaki 
Yamani, Saudi minister of pet- 
roleum and minerals said Wed- 
nesday " so far v»ur decision is not 
to impose any surcharges” on 
Saudi oil. 

Yamani flew to Vienna from 
Geneva, where ministers from the 
Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries approved a y 
percent increase in the basic price 
for oil. allowing individual mem- 
bers to add surcharges. 

Analysts here said the Saudi 
decision not to add any surcharges 
could help hold down increases 
planned by the other OPEC pro- 
ducers. 

The decision for the 9 per cent 
price increase had been made after 
a two-day conference in Geneva 
Tuesday. 

Yamani came*to Austria to talk 
with Austrian Chancellor Bruno 
Kreisky and to receive an honor- 
ary doctorate of an Austrian uni- 
versity.

Shooting 
reported 
in Kampala 

NAIROBI. March 28 (Agen- 
cies) — United Nations officials in 
Kampala Wednesday reported 
shooting in the Ugandan capital 
and said they could sec tanks with 
Tanzanian markings over the city 
center. 

Dipkimats said there were tank 
movements in Kampala Tuesday 
night but they doubted that the 
tanks the U.-N. officials could see 
were actually Tanzanian. 

They said their latest report was 
that Tanzanian armor, backing 
Ugandan exile invaders, was still 
at Mpigi. 40 kms southwest of 
Kampala. 

"They could have made it in a 
morning dash if they met abso- 
lutely no resistance but wc are 
sceptical about it." one diplomat 
said. 

The U.N. officials, who were 
preparing to evacuate half their 
400 employees and dependants in 
a road convoy and airlift Thurs- 
day. said shooting could be heard 
in the northern and southern parts 
of the capital from their offices in 
the city center. 

They said they could see tanks 
with Tanzanian markings less than 
a kilometer from the city center 
but they were not firing.’ 

Diplomats said they had seen no 
evidence yet that Libyan leader 
Col. Moammar Qaddafi had car- 
ried out the threat reported by 
Tanzanian President Julius Nyer- 
ere to give full military backing to 
Uganda if Tanzania did not with- 
draw its forces. 

"We have seen no sign of a big 
airlift from Libya and we doubt 
that they have the airlift capacity 
to do such a thing. It is probably a 
bluff.” said one diplomat. 

Intelligence repons have said 
up to 600 Libyan troops have 
already been flown ro Uganda to 
buttress President Idi Amin's 
regime against the invasion. 


turn back to the level before the 
Iranian crisis. 

He replied : ** Our previous 
decision was to increase produo 
tion only for the first quarter of 
this year, that is until the end of 
this month. If the Iranians go back 
(to a level) which is enough for the 
world demand. I think: Saudi 
Arabia would reduce its produc- 
tion. and leave it to the other 
members in OPEC like Nigeria, 
Iraq aid others to increase their 
production because they want to 
do so. ” 

He added that if the Iranians fail 
to produce enough for world 
demand, ** then of course we will 
do the same thing which we did in 
the past. " 

He said Saudi Arabia would 
not charge more for any extra oil it 
would produce to make up for a 
possible shortfall.; 

” We will only have one price, " 
he asserted. 

Earlier, Iran's national oil com- 
pany chairman Hassan Nazih said 
his country would prefer to sell its 
oil on contracts of nine months to 
one year rather than on a spot 
basis. 

All of Iran’s exports are now 
being made on a spot basis and no 
long-term contract has been 
signed he told a press conference 
in Geneva. 

A number of foreign companies 
were in contact with Iran and 
prices for fixed-term contracts 
would be decided in the near 
future following Tuesday s OPEC 
pricing decision, he said. 

Iran was ready to negotiate on 
an individual basis with the oil 
companies which were members 
of a former oil-buying consortium 
led by British Petroleum, but 
would no longer deal with the con- 
sortium as a bloc, he said. 

Nazih said he was unable to 
make any predictions for the 
proportion of future oil sales 
which would be made on a long- 
term basis, nor could he give any 
indication of production levels as 
no decisions had vet been made. 


BAGHDAD, March 28 (Agen- 
cies) — Arab ministers will 
impose at least a partial economic 
boycott against Egypt but will not 
take sanctions against the United 
States at a Baghdad conference 
called to counter the Egyptian- 
Israeli peace treaty, officials said 
Wednesday. 

Instead, the ministers deckled 
to call a higher-level conference of 
Arab heads of state to take 
.economic counter-measures not 
approved at the last summit here 
in November, Iraqi Foreign Minis- 
ter Saadoun Hammadi reported. 

Hammadi did not indicate in his 
report to the Iraqi News Agency 
what further 'sanctions would be 
considered at another summit. 

Meanwhile, Jordan Wednesday 
ordered its ambassador to Cairo 
recalled, the official Jordanian 
News Agency said. 

Observers saw the withdrawal 
of Ambassador Zoukan Al Hin- 
dawi as a practical demonstration 
of protest against Egypt's signing 
of the treaty less than 48 hours 
before. 

In Baghdad, the ministers also 
voted to transfer the Arab League 
head-quarters from Cairo to 
Tunis, until the Egyptian govern- 
ment "conformed with the Arab 
will,” according to -Jordan's 
Foreign Minister Hassan Ibrahim. 
The league's. economic board will 
be transferred to Amman, he 
added. 

Despite a call Tuesday from 
Palestinian leader Yasser 
Arafat "to hit the head of the 
snake — the United States,” offi- 
cial sources from the conference 
said the ministers have no author- 
ity to impose sanctions against any 
country except Egypt. 

The foreign and economic 
ministers, representing 18 of the 
22 countries in the Arab League, 
came here to implement resolu- 
tions taken at the Arab summit 
conference last November to pun- 
ish Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat if he was to sign a peace 
treaty with Israel. 

After the treaty was signed 
Monday, the chairman of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) Arafat urged the ministers 
to go beyond that mandate and 
retaliate against the United States 
"for pushing Egypt and Israel into 


signing this treacherous treaty." 

He said the wealthy Gulf states 
should impose an oil boycott — or 
at least raise prices 30 per cent and 
cut production — against the 
United States, stop trading with 
and take all their petrodollars 
from America. 

Syria and Iraq, while highly crit- 
ical of the U.S. role in the Middle 
East, have not proposed boycot- 
ting the United States. Svrian 
Foreign Minister Abdui Halimi 
Khaddam told a reporter before 
arriving here that his country does 
not favor an oil cutoff to the 
United States and that the confer- 
ence here should concentrate on 
sanctions against Egypt. 

Iraqi Foreign Minister Saadoun 
Hammadi told a press conference 
Tuesday that an American 


boycott by the Arabs was fan- 
game for "discussion” but he 
would not go farther than that. 

He also said that agreement at 
. the conference on anti-Sadat sac- 
tions was "very encouraging” 

The Baghdad summit had 
decreed that in case a separate 
treaty is signed, the Arab states 
would boycott any Egyptian 
institution or person dealing with 
Israel. 

Arafat told the ministers that 
the Palestinians "will keep a dose 
eye” on any Arab country that 
sells oil to Egypt, because "Sadat 
will be taking it with the right hand 
and selling it to Israel with the 
left. ” At the moment. Egypt is a 
net exporter of oil, so this is cur-

World leaders

BONN, March 28 — United 
Nations Secretary General Kurt 
Waldheim said Wednesday the 
Israeli-Egyptiair peace treaty 
must be followed up by an overall 
Middle East settlement including 
the " key ” Palestinian problem. 

The U.N. was ready to take part 
in a new Geneva-style multilateral 
Middle East conference if this 
were considered useful, he told a 
press conference here during a 
four-day visit. 

Waldheim welcomed the fact 
that two countries so long at war 
had now oonctaded a peace treaty, 
but be was -vhether the 

follow-up talks between Egypt. 
Israel and the United States would 
produce a solution to the key 
question of the Palestinians' 
future. 

The treaty provided no concrete 
solution to the Palestinian prob- 
lem, he said. 

** Prospects of an overall Mid- 
dle East settlement exist only if all 
those affected, including those at 
present standing on the sides, are 
brought back into international 
negotiations, ” be said. 

" I would not be surprised if 


everything landed back tn the lap 
of the United Nations. ” 

In Damascus Tuesday, 
thousands of demonstrators 
shouting slogans against the treaty 
and calling for the downfall of 
President Anwar Sadat marched 
through the main streets. 

They were headed by Syrian 
Premier Muhammad Ali Halabi, 
Speaker Mahmoud Hadid. 
cabinet ministers and religious, 
trade union and Baath Party lead- 
ers. 

The marchers carried black 
flags and placards denouncing the 
treaty as a pact of shame and 
treason. ■ 

In London Tuesday, former 
Sudanese Premier Sadik Al- 
Mahdi attacked the treaty for 
ignoring Palestinian rights, avoid- 
ing the Jerusalem problem and 
isolating the United Nations and 
the Soviet Union from the peace 
process. 

Libyan leader Moammar Qad- 
dafi Tuesday cabled Arab heads of 
state saying Sadat was " a traitor 
who had crossed over to the 
other camp. ”

Turkoman rebels continue fight

TEHRAN. March 28 (R) — 
Fighting raged Wednesday for the 
third day running in the north- 
eastern town of Gonbad Kavus 
near the Soviet border, according 
to local residents. 

A nurse, from the local Turko- 
man community, her voice choked 
with tears, telephoned Tehran to 
say that hospitals in the town were 
refusing to treat wounded Turko- 
mans. 

She cried. “ we have no 
medicines, no blood, nothing, 
please help. ” 

Another resident said that 
wounded Turkomans, fighting for 
self-rule, were being rushed into 
nearby homes and treated on the 
spot. The mbesmen had captured 
an ambulance carrying arms to 


Dubai ruler rejects 
unity memorandum 


ABU DHABI, March 28 (AP) 
— Ruler of Dubai, Sheikh Rashed 
ibn Said Al-Maktoum Wednesday 
rejected a reform memorandum 
submitted by the National 
Assembly, casting doubt on the 
future progress of moves toward 
greater unity in the United Arab 
Emirates. 

"Those who drafted this 
memorandum have totally 
ignored the provisions of the con- 
stitution, thus shaking the founda- 
tions on which the federation 
stands,” Sheikh Rashed said in a 
press statement. 

The ten-point memorandum, 
submitted to the Supremj: Council 
of the federation's seven rulers 
Iasi week, called for greater unity 
to be achieved through the aboli- 
tion of borders, a single budget 
and the unification of the armed 
forces, 

Dubai is the second most impor- 
tant member of the federation, 
after Abu Dhabi, pre-eminent 


because of its oil resources, the 
main source of the federation's 
income. 

Sheikh Rashed is believed to be 
opposed to greater unity as this 
would tend to strengthen Abu 
Dhabi in the federation. Five of 
the federation' s members are 
entirely dependent financially on 
Abu Dhabi grants. 

Sheikh Rashed* s rejection came 

a day after he boycotted one of the 
rare meetings of the federation's 
Supreme Council, composed of 
the; seven rulers. 

The ruler of Ras Al- Khaim ah, 
one of the smaller members also 
stayed away. 

The Supreme Council met last 
week for the first time since 1976, 
to consider the reform memoran- 
dum. These deliberations were 
adjourned till Tuesday and were 
to resume shortly after Sheikh 
Rashed announced his rejection.

The Turkomans, who number 
about 100.000. are the latest reg- 
ional minority to voice their grie- 
vances since last month's revolu- 
tion toppled the Shah. 

Thousands of Iranian troops 
were pinned down last week by a 
Kurdish uprising, which forced the 
government to promise the Kurds 
a greater say in their own affairs. 

The unrest in the northeast, 
which has prompted one of Iran's 
top religious leaders to denounce 
" colonialist attempts” to fan a 
civil war. highlighted the country' s 
instability only two days before a 
crucial referendum on a proposed 
Islamic republic. 


The government Tuesday night 
reported that at least 16 persons 
were killed and 50 injured in the 
street battles so far, but unofficial 
estimates put the casualty toil far 
higher. 

A simmering tynd dispute has 
long opposed the two sides in 
Gonbad Kavus and last month's 
revolution brought a deep-seated 
racial resentment to the surface. 
“ I've sent my two so ns to fight the 
Persians, ” was the way one Tur- 
koman put it in a telephone can 
from the town. 

The controversial role of the 
army in last week's Kurdish fight- 
ing led to the dismissal of Maj. 
Gen. Muhammad Vali Gbarani as 
chief of staff of the armed forces, 
according to the Tehran daily 
" Kayhan”. 

Meanwhile, the leading political

Wednesday by the official Viet- 
namese News Agency said Chin- 
ese troops were still in more than 
1 0 places on Vietnamese territory. 

The statement said China was 
continuing to mass troops close to 
the Laotian and Vietnamese bur- 
dors and concluded: 

" Responsibility for the delay of 
the talks rests entirely with the 
Chinese side."

SALISBURY. March 28 tAP)

northwestern edge of the city, the 
police said. 

Salisbury has been relatively 
untouched by violence during 
much of the six years of bloody 
guerrilla war between Rhodesian 
security forces and insurgents that 
has left 12.000 dead. 

But, as thc country prepares to 
go to the polls next month to elect 
a black majority government after 
90 years of white domination, 
even this gracious, tree-lined capi- 
tal has become an unwilling par- 
ticipant in the conflict. 

The black guerrillas have vowed 
to disrupt thc election, claiming 
tbat the blacks in the transition 
government of Prime Minister Ian 
Smith are just “white stooges” 

Last December, guerrillas hit a 
fuel depot on the outskirts of the 
city with rocket fire, destroying 
millions of gallons of precious 
gasoline.

Carr, former president of the 
Northwest Georgia Bank of Ring- 
gold. helped manage Lance's 
unsuccessful 1 974 bid for the gov- 
ernorship of Georgia. In the early

which Lance headed. Care was not 
charged with a crime. 


Lance, who resigned under fire 
as President Jimmy Carter's 
budget director in September 
1 977. was not named in the Beas- 
ley indictment. 

The grand jury adjourned w ith- 
out further action Tuesday, but 
was scheduled to resume delibera- 
tions Wednesday morning. 

Lance, a personal friend of Car- 
ter’s. resigned hi.s federal office 
amid allegations that he engaged 
in questionable banking activities 
as head of the First National Bank 
of Calhoun and later the National 
Bank of Georgia in Atlanta.

The OPEC price tables have shifted upward again, leaving behind 
the careful formulas of December* s Abu Dhabi meeting in exchange 
for an April I increase of 9.05 per cent. There are many problems 
solved at Abu Dhabi that will once more have to be sorted out — 
notably the introduction of an even, quarterly increase that would 
smooth out annual production levels. A provision allowing sur- 
charges of up to$ 4 a barrel (the benchmark price will be $ 14.55) 
makes unlikely a return of stability among OPECs many different 
current pricing strategies. So be it. The oil ministers can come to 
agreement on these and other issues in future meetings where price 
increases may not be as readily placed on the agenda. 

In Washington meanwhile, the U.S. State Department has expre- 
ssed " deep regret ** over the latest round of increases and offers the 
opinion that they are " untimely and unjustified. " 

OPEC and the United States have passed this way before, so there 
is nothing startling in Washington's latest lament The choice of the 
word ■* untimely. ** however, is apt. for the OPEC decision comes 
hard on the heels of a U.S. Treasury report that should make the 
Americans blush. 

In simple language, the report says the United States has risked its 
national security, the stability of its currency and the credibility of its 
foreign policy through excessive reliance on imported oil. 

Imports accounted for 45 per cent of America's oil consumption 
last year, or one fourth of all the energy — oil, coal, gas, hydroelec- 
tric. what have you — the country used. Nearly all of that imported 
oil (83 per cent) was supplied by OPEC. 

The report marks the third time in 20 years that U.S. policymakers 
have been warned of the dangers of a voracious energy appetite. On 
each occasion, though, the picture has gotten darker. 

OPEC has no interest in supporting this profligate American use of 
its oil. Production levels are already much higher than the national 
interests several OPEC states can justify. 

The United States is capable of taking several steps to get its own 
energy house in order and thus case the pressure on OPEC. For a 
start. President Carter can remove price controls on oil produced in 
the United States ( much of which sells for$ 9 a barrel). Conservation, 
increased use of Alaskan crude and alternative sources of energy are 
all issues familiar to Washington and in no need of repetition here. 

The point is that Washington could serve its own interests by 
helping OPEC restore stability to the world oil market. If the U.S. 
consumed less oil. the dollar would be a healthier currency ; OPEC 
price hikes would not be as irresistible, and American inflation would 
decline. IF the U.S. consumed less oil, then OPEC producers could 
leave more of it in the ground, an investment in the future for the 
benefit of both sides. 

Until that change takes place in America, However, its friends in 
OPEC can only express their " deep regret ” and vote accordingly.

With the U.S. Congress about u> assert its strong interest in a 
peaceful resolution of the Taiwan issue, the Carter administration is 
looking for ways to limit the damage to its carefully cultivated rela- 
tionship with China. 

Officials in Peking already have labeled the proposed legislation 
as unacceptable, contending that it goes beyond understandings on 
the Taiwan question reached by the United States and China in 
negotiations last year. 

A House-Senate conference committee agreed last week that 
resolution of the Taiwan issue by other than peaceful 'uns.“ includ- 
ing boycotts or embargoes, would lie a threat to ine peace and 
security of the Western Pacific area and of grave concern to the 
United States.” 

Despite his reservations about the legislation. President Jimmy 
Carter is expected to approve it. The House was tentatively set to 
study the bill Wednesday and Senate action is expected Thursday. 

Stale Department officials, who asked nett to be identified, said 
they will recommend to Carter that he issue a statement at the time 
he signs the measure declaring that it will not prevent the administra- 
tion from honoring its commitments to Peking. 

Officials said the administration has made clear to China its own 
concern that peace on Taiwan be preserved. While the legislation 
may change the tone of the U.S. position, the substance is left intact, 
the officials said. 

They point out that the legislation, for example, does not pro- 
vide for an automatic U.S. response in the event of Chinese military 
action against the Island. 

In a protest note recently delivered to U.S. Ambassador 
Leonard Woodcock and in official New China New;s Agency dis- 
patches. the Chinese have made clear their objections to the legisla- 
tion. The issue also reportedly arose in an unannounced meeting late 
Tuesday between Chinese Ambassador Chai Zemin and Deputy 
Secretary of Stale Warren Christopher. Officials refused comment 
on the meeting. 

Implicit in the protests is Chinese disappointment that the 
administration was unable to persuade Congress to endorse fully the 
terms of the agree mem*, negotiated. 

A not her. source of concern to China is a section of the legislation 
which, in effect, recognizes the existence of the Taiwanese govern- 
ment even though the administration hassevercdall official tics with 
the island in keeping with I he unde i si undings negotiated with Peking. 

The i iffieials sail) they w ill explain to Chinese authorities that the 
legislation uck now ledges the Taiwanese regime's existence only for 
domestic legal processes, which carry no weight in international law. 

According to the officials, the impact of the legislation could be 
just the opposite of w hat Congress, is intending. They say the Chinese 
may be reluctant to express peaceful intentions toward Taiwan 
because this would leave Peking npen lo charges that it is bending to

WASHINGTON - 


Washington police and the Secret service viewed them as a threat. 
The Carter administration tried lo drown them out with Marine band 
music and tolling church bells. Passers-by and newsmen watched 
them with a mixture of curiosity and apprehension. 

But President Carter, Prime Minister Begin and President Sadat 
could not ignore them. And once during his address at the treaty 
signing ceremony on the White .House Iawn,-Begm raised his voice in 
apparent challenge to the pro- Palestinian demonstrators chanting 
anti-treaty slogans across the way in Lafayette Park. 

If the Palestinians are the conscience of the Arab world, the Arab 
students and other sympathizers who protested the Egyptian -Israeli 
treaty signing here Monday served as the conscience of the three 
leaders who put their signatures on the bilateral peace agreement. 

After the ceremony, at the state dinner. President Sadat went to 
great lengths to defend the Palestinian cause and call for eventual 
Palestinian statehood — in part an apology for** inadvertently" 
dropping all references to the Palestinians from his early treaty — 
signing address. 

The pro- Palestinian demonstration in Lafayette Park, which 
attracted between 2.500 and 3.000 protesters from all over the 
country, was an emotion-charged experience for the participants. 

Said one Palestinian who took part : " There were times when I 
had tears in my eyes. ** 

Most of the demonstrators were* Arabs, supported by sympathetic 
Iranians. Black Muslims and some middle-class white Americans. 
There were Palestinian women in brightly colored traditional folk 
dress, proud old men wearing the Hattas of their homeland, young 
children who have never seen Palestine. 

The demonstrators began their protest at about 1 1 o'clock Mon- 
day morning, marching from Dupont Circle in northwest Washing- 
ton to Lafayette Park in front of the White House. 

Two loudspeaker vans laden with placards and Palestinian flags 
accompanied the procession, as the thousands of marchers paraded 
through the streets of the capital, shouting pro-PLO and anti-treaty 
slogans. 

Atop one of the vans, u Palestinian carried a large poster showing 
Sadat wearing a Dayan evepatch. with an American flag in the 
background. 

Other posters read : " Palestine is not for sale." *■ the people 
united will never be defeated. " and “ tK- Shah is gone — Sadat 
next. ** 

When the marchers reached Lafayette Park, police directed them 
behind hastily erected snow- fences in the northern area of the park — 
as far away from the treaty ceremony as possible. 

Still, the protesters were only 150 meters from the White House 
lawn. 

Police with riot gear and gas masks had sealed off the area. Police 
deployed themselves between the demonstrators and the While 
House — one line consisting of 29 park police on horseback. 

From the rooftops of the White House and surrounding buildings, 
armed Secret Service officers watched warily through binoculars. 

Reporters counted some 350 policemen in the area. In addition, 
plainclothes officers and FBI men filtered among the demonstrators, 
taking photographs and movies and tape-recording chants and con- 
versations. 

When the treaty ceremony began, the protesters, aided by two 
loudspeakers, greeted the arrival of Carter, Begin an Sadat with the 
impassioned chant : " Palestine is not for sale. *' 

The demonstrators sent two of their people up to the White House 
grounds to find out if the three leaders and their 1 .600 guests could 
hear the chants from the park. 

The two ** scouts '* returned with the news : *' yes they can hear 
us. ” - - 

Then a man climbed a nearby three and began waving a Palestinian 
flag. The marchers clapped and cheered their approval. 

When Carter. Sadat and Begin began, signing the treaty docu- 
ments. the protesters released four helium balloons attached to a 
Palestinian flag. which rose slowly into the air and toward the While 
House, in plain view of the treaty signers. 

At this point, several student demonstrators trampled the snow 
fence between them and the police. The policemen prepared fora 
clash, but march organizers quickly restored order and there was no 
violence. 

The protesters continued their chants until long after the treaty 
ceremony ended. They then listened to speeches by Palestinian activ- 
ists, before dispersing peacefully and heading home. 

The demonstration attracted a great deal of attention from the 
representatives of the American media. Many reporters and TV 
cameramen mingled with the crowd — though precious little of the 
TV coverage appeared on the network news later that night. 

Also present at the demonstration. were many employees of Arab 
embassies, who had been given the afternoon off to take part in the 
protest. Significantly, no Arab diplomats received invitations to 
attend the treaty signing ceremony — though if is doubtful any would 
have attended if asked. 

While protesters marched in Washington, pro- Palestinian suppor- 
ters staged simultaneous demonstrations in over 41 U.S. and Cana- 
dian cities. 

There were protests in Boston, New York, Chicago, Los Angeles, 
Detroit, Montreal, Vancouver, Pittsburgh, Philadelphia, Toronto 
and numerous other cities. 

The Detroit demonstration included over 1 ,000 marchers. Figures 
for other major dties were not immediately available. 

In Mount Pleasant. Iowa, the town librarian' arranged a speaker- 
phone hookup so that local high school students could speak with 
march organizers in Washington. 

In Columbus. Ohio, demonstrators set up a symbolic display near 
the state capitol. There were two tables : one was bare, and had a 
Palestinian sitting at it. the other was piled high with exotic foods, 
symbolic of the state dinner at the White House Monday night 

In cast lansing. Michigan, students at Michigan State University 
chartered and paid fora bus to Washington to join in the demonstra- 
tion there. The students felt this would be a more effective way to 
protest, since their university was dosed for spring vacation. 
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The Palestinians : A forgotten people

BEIRUT — 

The Egyptian- Israeli peace tre- 
aty has evoked defiance tempered 
by sadness among Palestinian 
refugees condemned to live in 
sprawling shanty-towns in Leba- 
non. 

The signing ceremony, hailed in 
Washington as a historic breakt- 
hrough for peace, has made Pales- 
tinians unable to return to their 
homeland feel more than ever that 
they are a forgotten people. 

Widespread Arab opposition to 
the agreement has focused on 
charges that it ignored the Palesti- 
nian diaspora, which has swelled 
to more than two million people 
since it was spawned by the first 
Middle East war more than 30 
years ago. 

The refugee camps scattered 
throughout Lebanon are foil of 
disillusioned old men. as well as — 
armed young fighters deeply 
committed to recovering the lost 
land. 

Hassan Saleh was 1 3 years old 
when aircraft bombed his village 
in Galilee in 1 948, forcing bis fam- 
ily to leave its small farm and join 
the exodus of refugees to Leba- 
non. 

He spent three wretched, hun- 
gry years in a succession of tem- 
porary camps, sharing a tent with 


up to 10 people, before settling in 
a squalid community in a suburb 
of Beirut called Shatilia. 

He now has a large family of his 
own. but cams only about 20 
Lebanese pounds ( seven dollars) a 
day selling vegetables from a 
wheel- barrow. 

Hassan keeps his simple, 
three- room concrete house neat 
and dean, but winter rainstorms 
chum the narrow alley outside 
into a morass of mud and untre- 
ated sewage. 

He speaks with a quiet pathos 
far removed from bellicose 
rhetoric. 

"I was too angry when I was 
hearing that Sadat had finally 
signed that treaty with the 
Israelis," he said. 

“How can he let them keep our 
homeland? I don't think he can be 
a real Arab. 

“You know, we don't want to 
drive the Jews into the sea. We 
only want to live again as before. 
Palestinian Muslims. Christians 
and Jews all together. . . 

“It has made me very sad- 
because I always believed that one 
day we could talk it over and then 
go home, but now I think our 
fighters are right — we will have to 
struggle for our land. 

“We understand what the 
Israelis are planning for the 
Arabs. They just want more and 


more land. How can you talk 
peace with people like that?" 

Across the way. 3 1 -year-old 
Hassan Abdul Hadi was relaxing 
in a two-room house given to him 
by his father-in-law with his wife 
and three young children. 

A veteran of the June 1 967 war, 
he is now a major in the Palestine 
Armed Struggle Command 
(PASO, an elite military police 
unit, earning 940 Lebanese 
pounds (S3 13) per month. 

His mother, father and seven 
brothers and sisters arc still in the 
Israeli-occupied Gaza Strip and 
be has not seen them since being 
released from an Israeli jail and 
sent to Egypt in a prisoner-of-war 
exchange 12 years ago. 

Sitting cross-legged on a thin 
carpet in a sparsely- furnished liv- 
ing room, Hassan said angrily: “It 
is not a peace treat)-. It is a war 
treaty. You know what the Israelis 
and the Egyptians are going to buy 
with all the money the Americans 
have promised them in exchange 
for our land? They arc going to 
buy guns. How can you call it a 
peace treaty?" 

His right first clenched to 
emphasize his words, he said: “I 
wouldn’t trade olie handful of 
Palestinian soil for the whole 
world. I want to go home. 'I want 
my land." 

As his young wife Sabah nod- 


ded in agreement. Hassan saic 

" We know our way very wcl 
the light of this treat) .

Cambodia is holding a number of Chinese “ military advisers ", 
Hun Sen, the country’ s Foreign Minister, said here in an interview. 

He said they were captured in December and January as they 
directed forces of the ousted Pol Pot regime against the new, 
Vietnamese- backed government. He claimed they were officers of 
the People’ s Liberation Army of China— the Chinese regular army. 

Hun Sen, who is 28, once served as a unit commander in Pol 
Pofs array. He said be left in 1977 when he realised the former 
government was a “ genoddal regime which had betrayed the people 
and taken up the role of an agent of foreign reactionary forces", 
meaning China. 

Hun Sen claimed the captured Chinese military advisers had 
been directly involved in repression and massive massacres in the 
Cambodian provinces of Prey Veng, Kompong Cham and Svay 
Rieng, where they had razed several villages with their tanks. 

He said his government had captured “ millions ** of weapons of 
all categories supplied to the Pol Pot regime, from rifles to tanks and 
Chinese-made MiG- 1 7 and 1 9 fighter planes. At Pochentong airport 
more than 40 aircraft had been captured. 

“ Kampuchea (Cambodia) hopes that at some future date China 
will normalize its relations with it and then the captured military 
officers can be repatriated, " be said. 

Asked about the strength of the remnants of Po! Pot’s forces 
Hun Sen said they now consisted if small groups which were scattered 
in the west and north near the Thailand border. They had no unified 
command or control and were" terrorizing " the civilian population. 


It might take some time to capture them but they were merely a 
nuisance: his government exercised full control over the entire coun- 
try. 

Asked how these remnants were able to operate and survive, the 
minister said: “ The Chinese expansionists are supplying them w ith 
arms and ammunition and food through Thailand, ” and asked if the 
Thai government was involved in channelling these supplies from 
China, he said: “ We believed the statements of Prime Minister 
Kriangsak Cham an an in which be said Thailand would be neutral but 
of late the Thai government is not acting in accordance with those 
statements. 

Kampuchea, he said, was not interfering in Thailand's internal 
affairs and expected that Thailand would not interfere in Kam- 
puchean internal affairs. 


His government bad brought to an end the border conflicts the 
Pol Pot regime had started with Thailand, Laos and Vietnam. 

Asked about the presence of Vietnamese troops in Kampuchea 
Hun Sen said they were there in accordance with the peace and 
friendship treaty his country had signed with Vietnam last month. 
The treaty provided that the two countries should extend support to 
one another in all fields. 


The withdrawal of Vietnamese troops would depend upon the 
requirements of the peoples of the two countries. *’ 

Asked if Prince Sihanouk had any role to play, Hun Sen accused 
him of" serving the wicked schemes of China. ” categorically reject- 
ing Sihanouk's proposal that another Geneva conference should be 
held on Indochina. (OFNS)

The Arabs arc now faced with 
grave challenges — similar to 
those of 1948 when Israel was 
imposed on them — according to 
an editorial in “Okaz". Unless 
they formulate a unified strategy 
to prevent further fragmentation, 
they may well suffer consequences 
similar to those of that year. This 
is. then the real importance of a 
strategy to which all the Arabs 
should be committed to serve their 
supreme interests. Such a strategy 
would entail a careful study of 
Arab resources which would then 
be amassed to achieve their objec- 
tive. Wc have had many setbacks 
in the past, but with prudence and 
careful planning we were able to 
overcome them, and we should do 
so this time. 

“A! - Jezirah" said it could 
understand the jubilance of Begin 
on signing the peace agreement 
with Egypt because he got what he 
wanted and more. He was sup- 
ported by the Israelis in the 
occupied lands, by the American 


Jews, and the governments that 
offered its full confidence in him. 
He was confident that he had sec- 
ured the approval of his people 
with whom he had discussed the 
whole issue and consulted through 
a democratic process before sign- 
ing anything. Not so the other side 
of the agreement. 

But the night of the agreement 
was a watershed in Arab history, 
enabling the Arab people to know 
where they stand and where their 
friends and foes stand. And we 
hope that the Baghdad conference 
will emhody the new realization 
and crystalize Arab respon- 
sibilities in the face of this feroci- 
ous new invasion whieh takes 
many forms. 

The next step for Begin is not 
only to do away with the Palesti- 
nian people — treating them like 
American Indians — but to con- 
sider the whole Arab people as 
American Indians too. This is 
already being planned against us. 
the paper said. 


Hailing the Kuwait summit 
meeting of the two Yemeni presi- 
dents *‘AI - Bilad" said the con- 
ference expected to restore peace 
between the two countries ami 
spare the Arabs further anxiety. 

Continued conflict between 
them not only threatens their own 
people and countries but also . 
would divert Arab attention from 
their principal problem.. 

— The conflict would have led 
to the involvement of other forces 
which have always wanted a 
foothold in the region to achieve 
their objectives u • destabilize ft. 

— Besides, the conflict would 
have certainly brought the two 
Ycmens' dreams of. unity to 
nought. 

The Arabs are called upon lo 
avoid mere reactions to the peace 
treaty and adopt a more rational 
approach that aims at preserving 
their rights aiid preventing further 
capitulation to the Zionists, 
according to “Al - Nadwa.”

“It is still identified widely with 
charming old villages, quiet door- 
ways and a pastoral life. Such an 
interpretation is more debatable 
every day although it does make 
for some exec I lent pictures. 

Like any artist. Cecilia Green 
has a bias, and this volume seems 
to come out of an inclination 
toward “romantic Araby" 

One composition in bluc-grcvs 

and whites, for example, shows 
three men in a donkey cart lum- 
bering down a mad. presumably in 
Sharjah. There are pictures of 
pack mules, people walking on 
dusty Tracks and of course, camels. 
.Yet then: is not a single photo 
which concentrates on the auto- 
mobile. that mad machine choking 


the highways of Arabia, chanidnu 
concepts of distance and town 
planning, a ubiquitous svntbol of 
sueix-ss. a jov. a killer. ' 

There are lovely shots of mos- 
ques. of a mseatc brick skyline 
spilling fn\m the edge «»f a wide 
oasis, of tall Yemeni houses and 
pristine desert scenes. Yet surelv 
0 at ’ < ' Arabia" Is turning 

rnorc toward modem cities every 
, Beautiful or choatic. where 
are the scenes in the new met- 
ropolises? Where the faces of 
those who have chosen the towns, 
or had them imposed upon their 
hyes? Where the peculiarly Ara- 
bian version of the instant 
imported urban center? 

In Green’s eye. the commercial 
hub of Dubai is framed by the 
of <"o w-ooden dhows, but 
t he re are no pictures « »f eargi » ships 
"r oil tankers, the life-lines for 
todays lifestyle. Indeed, except 
tor company- report shots of an 
offshore rig and a Conoco storaue 
Tank under construction, oil and 
oil workers might be a less signif- 
icant feature of the Face of Arabia 
than date palms and fish nets. This 
book should not have been called 
"Face..." but more correctly. "A 
Phase..." of Arabia.

W riter* Michael Field and Tony 
Axon contribute to the rose- 
colored view from their first sen- 
tence : ** The fast has aluavs 
exerted a particular hold over the 
European imagination." 

^ ei they do perform a service in 
their short introduction by 
noting that "there is a degree of 
presumption" in the way Euro- 
peans use the terms "Near" 
" Middle" and "Far” East as if all 
places could he named according 
to their geography relative to the 
continent. Too often, they 
observe. Westerners today see 
themselves bringing the benefits 
of technology to the Fast "and 
^PVyting to be congratulated for 
it. instead of remembering the 
scholarship and informed transla- 
tions of early Arab scientists. 
Nevertheless. Field and Axon 
become carried away in their 
desire to prove the vast but gener- 
ally inhospitable peninsula was 
"the cradle of civilization ." con- 
veniently neglecting to mention 
Baghdad. Damascus. Alexandria. 
Cordova, etc. 

But this is a result of 
enthusiasm, not an attempt to 
deceive and should not mar the 
achievement of the simple but 



compelling prose- captions. Often 
the writers use selected quotes 
from journalists, poets and travel- 
ers. And (heir own long acquain- 
tance with the region enables 
them u» create text that is at once 
informative and sometimes even 
hi the long-time resident, such as 
this explanation of the famous 
"singing sands.” 

“If in a howl in the dunes the 
sand on one bank slips, it w ill gen- 
erate inside the dune a melodious 
humming noise which will reverb- 
erate around the wails of the bowl. 
The bedouin used to attribute the 
singing to diinns. umiJL.(Philhy) 
demonstrated to his guides that 
the sands could he made to sing, if 
they slid one after another down 
the different sides of the dunes.” 

For what it does portray. "Face 

of Arabia” is a hook one can go 
back to again and again. Some- 
times Green impresses as the 
genius of the collector's snapshot, 
sometimes as landscape or por- 
trait artist, it's as if all Arabia wen: 
the familv of u distant cousin and 


she is lovingly shooting an album 
to take home. Thus she shows 
Arabia at work and at play, a very 
candid camera catching two 
women rounding a pjilm-sh.idcd 
path at Al Ain. or Omani children 
cavorting alongside their mediev- 
ally massive and secure -looking 


mud houses, or a blacksmith amt 
friends in the act of forging a 
glowing-hot sword. At times 
Green may rankle purists by sai- 
rificing perfect focus for the grea- 
ter good ol spontaneity. Or she 
may pose her subject, as in the 
ease of a venerable tribesman with 
his curved silver dagger, looking, 
straight into the camera. 

Yet Green is no amateur. She 


knows how to compact .i sociolog- 
ical treatise, tor instance, into 
w Itai first appears a passing frame 
front the Doha souk. On the left i if 
a darkened stall tandem 
gunmetal-grcy folding chairs 
stand foreign to the scene and 
abandoned while on the right two 
merchants chat at ease. One 
perches squatting on a high 
wooden bench: the other stands 
le.miim toward him with one fool 


on the bench, comfortable as J 
stork in a pond. 

A note; Saudi Arabia, given its 
si/e. appears grievously under- 
represented in this volume. 
Perhaps Green did not have the 
opportunity to work travel here as 
widely us she did in Yemen and 
(he Gulf, or perhaps she w as led by 
her eye for the romantic more 
often to other lands.

Board of Directors’ Report to Shareholders. 


The Board of Directors of the bank extends to you 
their sincere compliments on the occasion of this 
first Ordinary General Meeting and have the pleas- 
ure in submitting their first report on the activities 
and accounts of "the bank for the period from 16th 
Shaaban 1397 A.H. (1st August 1977) until 2nd 
Safar 1399 A.H. (31st December 1978) which 
period is considered as the bank' s first financial year 
in accordance with Article 47 of the Company’s 
Articles of Association. 

1. Commencement of the bank's activity 

The Royal Decree No. M/85 was issued on the 
29th Dhul Hijjah 1 396 A.H. licensing the incorpora- 
tion of the bank. 

After completion of the public subscription 
formalities, allotment of the shares to subscribers 
and- approval by the Constituent General Meeting 
of the steps undertaken so far. His Excellency the 
Minister of Commerce issued on 26th Rajab 1397 
A.H. a decision announcing the incorporation of 
the bank as a Saudi Joint Stock Company. 

After that, a decision was issued by H.E. The 
Minister of Finance and National Economy licens- 
ing the bank to carry out its banking business in 
accordance with the provisions of the Banking Con- 
trol Law, starting from 1 6 Shaaban 1397 A.H. (cor- 
responding to 1st August 1977). The bank pur- 
chased the net assets and took over the activities of 
the three branches of Algemene Bank Nederland 
N.V., in the Kingdom. 

2. Development of the bank's operations 

The Board of Directors has the pleasure to 
announce that the bank’s operations during the 
period between 16th Shaaban 1397 A.H. (1st 
August 1977) and 2nd Safar 1399 A.H. (31st 
December 1978) achieved considerable success. 
The bank acquired a good reputation and earned 
the trust of its clients and financial establishments. 
As an indication of this success the Board has the 
pleasure to put forward to the shareholders the 
following information and statements : 


1 — The total assets of the bank as at 2nd Safar 
1399 A.H. (31st December 1978) amounted to 
SR. 2, 078, 530,530, — against the sum of 
SR. 1,378,257, 637. — which was the value of the 
assets of the branches of Algemene Bank Neder- 
land N.V., in the Kingdom on 15th Shaaban 1397 
A.H. (31st July 1977) 

2 — Total deposits at the second of Safar 1399 
A.H. (end of December 1978) amounted to 
SR. 1,869,419,359.62 

3 — Total loans and advances granted by the 
bank to its clients as at the end of December 1978 
amounted to SR.8 15,649,2 19.65 whereas deposits 
with banks amounted to SR.625, 491,650.73 

In addition the bank participated with other 
banks in a number of medium term loans. The bank 
also participated in the issuance of bank guarantees 
for construction, architecture and industrialization 
projects in the Kingdom. 

3 — Capital increase 

In order to meet the steady increase in the bank’s 
business and to enable it to extend to its clients 
further banking services, the Extraordinary Gen- 
eral Meeting of Shareholders approved on 15/2/ 
1398 A.H. (24/1/1978) an increase of the Capital of 
the bank from SR.35,000,000.-to SR. 105,000.000.- 
by way of issuing 700,000 (seven hundred 
thousand) new shares in cash to be alloted to the old 
shareholders on the basis of two new shares for 
every one share initially owned in accordance with 
the preferential right reserved to old shareholders 
and provided for in Article 13 of the Articles of 
Association. This increase has been fully covered 
and the subscription to all new shares was com-

4. Business results

5. New Branches 

The Board of Directors has prepared a plan for 
extending the bank’s activities to a number of towns 
and areas in the Kingdom. The bank has already 
started that by opening a branch in Riyadh — the 
capital of the Kingdom — . This branch commenced 
business on 15th Jumada II 1398 A.H. (22nd April 
1978). The bank will open other branches (initially 
in Jubail, with other branches to follow) during the 
year 1979 after preparing their relative premises 
and ensuring that well trained staff will be available. 


6. Staff 

From the start the bank has paid special attention to 
selecting appropriate Saudi citizens to work in its ^ 
branches.The bank has prepared training prog- »» 
rammes in order to train and qualify them for vari- &•* 
ous duties they will be called upon to perform.The 
bank will spare no effort to send some of them 
abroad in order to join training courses with other 
banking institutions. 

Conclusion 

In conclusion of this brief report the Board of 
Directors wishes to submit their gratitude and high- ' 
est appreciation to His Majesty the King, the Crown 
Prince and the government for the encouragement 
and help extended to the bank and to state that a 
substantial part of the foregoing results was achived / 
with the grace of God and the help of the govern- 
ment’s rational policy. 

The Board in particular wishes to thank the Minis- 
try of Finance and National Economy and the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency for their support. 

The Board also wishes to mention the coopera ion 
between the bank and Algemene Bank Nederland 
N.V., existing from the time the bank started its 
business. 

The Board also extends their greetings to the bank's 
Management and staff for their efforts during the 
said period. The Board thanks the bank clients and 
correspondents for their trust, encouragement and 
cooperation which have contributed to the 
achievement of the results submitted to the General 
Meeting.

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Air fares likely to go up 


after OPEC price rise 


GENEVA. March 28 (R) — 
Major world airlines started talks 
Wednesday on the impact of the 
OPEC oil price increase and 
higher air fares seem the likely 
outcome. 

The International Air Trans- 
^port Association (IATA). which 
groups 80 per cent of the world's 
air traffic, received with gloom 
Tuesday's decision by OPEC to 
raise oil prices by almost nine per 
cent and hold out the possibility of 
a "market premium" on top.

Sadat asks U.S. business 
to revive Egypt economy 


WASHINGTON. March 28 
( R) — Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat has urged American inves- 
tors to help Egypt revitalize its 
economy. 

Speaking at a dinner given by 
the American Chamber of Com- 
merce Tuesday Night Sadat said 
Egypt, under his leadership, had 
three slogans: peace, democracy 
and prosperity. 

“With the help of President 
Carter we have achieved peace. 
Democracy is my own responsibil- 
ity." he said. “ But on prosperity I 


counton your help. You must help 
me to achieve prosperity.** 

He said Egypt needed huge 

investments to improve its infras- 
tructure and to solve urgent prob- 
lems. such as housing and food 
shortages. 

Carter, who attended the ses- 
sion, urged businessmen to help 
the Egyptian leader. 

“I have known this man well. 
He kept every word he has given 
me. Whenever he says this is the 
Egyptian position, he never devi- 
ates from it," Carter said. 


The spokesman said it was 
hoped the technical effort would 
let airlines know “possibly where 
they will be going over the next six 
months to a year.*' But he added 
the airlines might not automati- 
cally pass on the increased costs.

Spectacular plays — and the 
opportunities to make them — 
are comparatively rare. The 
nature of the game is such that 
what basically determines 
how a player ultimately fares 
Is the ability to hold one's 
errors to a minimum. 

However, it cannot be 
denied that spectacular plays 
are part of the game and have 
an aura all their own. When 
the proper occasion arises, 
these [days furthermore prove 
to be extremely interesting. 

For example, consider this 
famous band where the Italian 


Hand 

star Benito Garozm seized an 
opportunity to make a highly 
unusual defensive [day. He 
was West and led the ax of 
diamonds against three 
no trump. East took the 
diamond with the ace and, 
imahb to return his partner's 
suit, returned the deuce of 
hearts instead. Declarer 
finessed, kwang the nfau» to 
West's tei, ducked Garasra's 
queen of hearts conthnation, 
and won the next heart lead 
with the ace. 

Declarer now played a low 
dub towards dummy's K-8 
and would have made three 
notrump had Garozxo aim 
played low. In that case. South 
would have won the dub in 
dummy with the king and 
played another dub, ducking 
East's ten in the hope that 
West originally held the 
doubleton ace. 

But Garono, acutely aware 
of the danger his side faced, 
rushed up with the ace on the 
first dub lead and returned 
the queen of diamonds! 

As a result of this dramatic 
play — which allowed 
declarer to score two diamond 
tricks Instead of only one — 
Sooth could no longer make 
the contract The queen of 
diamonds return, by fardng 
out the king, stopped declarer 
from scoring more than one 
dub (rick, and (he outcome 
was that South eventually 
went down two.

LONDON. March 28 (Agen- 
cies) — Parliament was Wednes- 
day debating a crucial vore of con- 
fidence that could well force 
embattled Prime Minister James 
Callaghan into an early general 
election. 

After three years of shaky rule. 
Callaghan was fighting to avoid 
rhe indignity of becoming only the 
second British leader in modern 
times to be driven out of office by 
Parliament. 


His chances of surviving a 
knife-edge vote looked slim. 

With only hours to go. the 
votes appeared to be split 3 1 4-312 
in favour of a no confidence 
motion tabled by Opposition 
leader Margaret Thatcher. But it 


was so close the result could swing 
on a last-minute illness or car 
accident. 

Billed by ne wspape rs as the par- 
liamentary cliff-hanger of the cen- 
tury. the outcome: rested with a 
handful of Northern Ireland Pro- 
testant MPs. 

Although they are under orders 
from their party to vote down the 
government, the Ulster Unionist 
members played cat-and-mouse 
with the press by refusing to con- 
firm they would back- Mrs. 
Thatcher's motion. 

If she wins Wednesday night, 
there will be an election within 
weeks — probably in May — with 
Mrs. Thatcher going into the cam- 
paign as firm favorite to become 
Europe's first woman prime 


minister. 


Her right-wing Conservative 
Party has a 13 per cent lead over 
the Labor Party, according to the 
latest opinion polls. 

If the minority government 
puJis through, an election is any- 
way unlikely to be delayed much 
longer. Michael Foot, the Leader 
of the House, acknowledged 
Tuesday night that a poll would 
come “ fairly soon. ** 

A few iabor backbenchers 
speculate that the prime minister 
could even surprise parliament by 
naming a date in the debate before 
the vote.

BEIRUT, March 28 (R) — 
Lebanon said Wednesday the 
Arab League has. extended the 
mandate of the Arab Deterrent 
Force (ADF) by three months 
instead of the six months 
requested by the Lebanese gov- 
ernment. 

The mandate of the 30,000 man 
force, composed almost entirely of 
Syrian troops, is due to expire on 
April 28. 

Prime Minister Selim Hoss said 
the Arab League Decision on a 
three-month extension was made 
at a weekend meeting in 
Mogadishu — despite a clear 
Lebanese request for double that 
period. 

“We do not think the Arab 
League will withhold from Leba- 
non a natural convalescence” 
from the 1975-6 civil war, Hoss 
said after a weekly cabinet meet- 
ing. 

He had received no official con- 
firmation of local press reports 
(hat Arab states which finance the 
ADF would stop their contribu- 
tions at the end of the next man- 
date. 

Hoss added that he planned to 
leave on Sunday fora visit to Saudi 
Arabia, which provides the bulk of 
the A DFs six-monthly budget of $ 
90 million. 

The ADF, set up in October 
1976 to end the Lebanese civil 
war. originally included small con- 
tingents from Saudi Arabia. 
Sudan. South Yemen and the 
United Arab Emirares. 

Most of these units withdrew 
after the force became involved in 
several rounds of heavy fighting 


against right-wing militias last 
year. Us present strength is esti- 
mated at 25,000 Syrians and 800 
men from the UAE. 

"As-Safir," a left-wing Leban- 
ese newspaper, said Wednesday 
the Arab League had decided that 
the three-month period would be 
the last extension of the mandate. 

Saudi Arabia withdrew its con- 
tingent from Beirut last week, 
leaving Lebanese troops and 
para-military forces to take over 
strongpoints in eastern districts of 
the capital hit by last year's 
Syrian-rightist fighting. 


Callaghan has to call a general 
election if he loses the vote. If he 
wins, he can continue in office 
until October, completing the 
full five-year term since the last 
general election. 

Opinion polls suggest the Con- 
servatives are certian to win if an 
election is held this spring. They 
are running 13 to 20 percentage 
points ahead of Labor, which 
should give them about 330 seals, 
or a voting majority of about 30. 

Labor has been badly hurt by 
strikes of truckers, which crippled 
the already shaky economy, and of 
sanitation men. ambulance driv- 
ers, gravediggers and other service 
workers which caused general 
inconvenience and discomfort to 
the public. Callaghan wanted to 
delay the election until autumn in 
the hope that public annoyance 
would subside and Labor's 
chances would improve. 

The Conservatives were last in 
power from 1970 to 1974. 

The vote of confidence was trig- 
gered by the failure of Callaghan's 
government to win sufficient back- 
ing in a referendum March l for 
limited home rule in Scotland and 
the subsequent defection of the 
Scottish Nationalists in Parlia- 
ment. 


Major cancer progress 
cited by U.S. experts 


DAYTONA BEACH. Fla. 
March 28 ( R) — Vaccine that is 
nearly MX) per cent effective 
against all forms of cancer in rats 
and mice has been developed bv 
scientists at the National Cancer 
Institute in Bethesda. Maryland, it 
was announced Wednesday. 

Dr. Robert Huebner. headed 
the research project, said the 
mouse vaccine works only in mice 
and the rat vaccine only in rats. 

However, the scientific princi- 
ples that led to the development of 
these vaccines may make it poss- 
ible to develop a similar vaccines 
for humans, he said. 

Dr. Huebner, 65. from the insti- 
tute's laboratory of cellular and 
molecular biology, made his pre- 
sentation at the American Cancer 
Society's Annual Science Writer's 
Seminar. 

The vaccine, made from 
canccr-damaged genes or cancer- 
ous cells themselves, is based 
mostly on the same principle as 
vaccine for many other diseases 
including polio and measles. 

When the organism or sub- 
stance which causes the illness is. 


injected, in a tiny quantity or 
weakened condition, into 
patients, their bodies respond by 
producing natural defenses. The 
next time the body is exposed it 
has an army of defenses already 
waiting. 

Dr. Huebner said his laboratory 
has begun work on producing a 
vaccine for chimpanzees. If that 
vaccine proves effective and safe, 
work that could take several years 
— the groundwork would have 
been laid for an attempt to try the 
same thing in humans, he said. 

In another presentation at the 
seminar. t)r. Thomas Dougherty, 
principal cancer research scientist 
.at Roswell Park Memorial Insti- 
tute in Buffalo, New York, said 
tumors arc reduced, and in some 
cases destroyed, when treated 
with a light sensitive chemical and 
then exposed to bright light. 

Dr. Dougherty said the treat- 
ment has been used successfully 
on tumors just under the skin of 
about 50 patients. 


Editorial Roulette

The other day a colleague sought my advice about editorial writ- 
ing : his editor hud asked him to contribute a daily political editorial, 
or what the British call a leader. I told him “ don’t. " 

He insisted. I mid him that editorial writing in the Arab world 
requires a mixture of crystal ball reading. Russian roulette and gym- 
nastics. 

It is crystal ball reading because the writer almost never has access 
to the information that he claims. More often it is a case of the writer 
being far more confused than the reader — the latter at least is far less 
“ informed " and consequently confused than the former. And as is 
the case with fortune tellers, one is bound to be right now and then, 
sometimes one" s ability to predict the future is enhanced by circum- 
sta nces. i know a Lebanese journalist who used to produce a periodic 
gem forecasting " an imminent Lsraeli aggression against South 
Lebanon. " Since the Israelis attacked South Lebanon periodically, 
he was always right and he always made a point of claiming credit. 
No one stopped him to point out that if he rcatiy had ” inside ” 
information, it could have nnlv come from direct contact with the 
enemy. 

Editorial writing is Russian roulette because the writer can never 
tell when he will say the wrong thing and hear the big bang. Even the 
most careful editorial writer ends up stepping on the wrong foot. 
Among the possibilities then is a mysterious car accident. The law of 
probability would show that so many editorial writers could not have 
been so careless crossing streets or even walking down pavements. 

Then there is the gymnastics bit. The writer must have the agility to 
hang from the rings like a monkey for w-ecks because he's got no 
grounds to walk on. He must also be able to clear the wooden horse in 
a Gash to avoid pursuers. And most important he must be able to play 
the asymmetrical bars to reflect truthfully the lopsided nature of 
Arab politics. 

If a writer enjoys the knack of predicting correctly, the luck to 
escape the sixth bullet (or chat mysterious accident) and the agility 
for acrobatics, he is half way there. The other half involves a special 
style and a specialized : lexicon. On style, the writer must be able to 
tell one thing in the first half of the editorial and the opposite in the 
second, juxtaposing the conflicting themes in such a delicate way that 
if a reader, or. more importantly, a hit- man. complains about the first 
half he is quickly referred to the second and if he complains about the 
second he is quickly referred to the first. The lexicon involves words 
and phrases that an editorial writer would be naked without. The list 
is long but a few suffice : meanwhile, meantime, on the other hand, 
having said that, however, etc. 

At the same time the editorial writer must not offer clear-cut 
opinion : He must never say never. Even if he sees Jimmy Carter, 
Anw ar Sadat and Menahem Begin signing a peace treaty, he must not 
take what he secs for granted. For one thing, they may be signing 
Amy's autograph. For another it may only be the case of their 
“ doubles *' appearing on television and signing to test reaction to a 
peace treaty and whether it is actually safe to go ahead with it : If big 
trouble ensues, rhe whole affair will be exploded as a joke : and if the 
Arabs take it in stride like Israel itself, the leaders themselves will 
then sign. One simply can never be sure. 
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“These memoranda of under- 
standing concern two points: The 
one is that the U.S. has agreed that 
Israel can ask it for assistance and 
arms if the treaty is violated. 

“The first part of the under- 
standing says that if the treaty is 
violated or not implemented bv

Egypt, the U.S. will do its best to 
see that it is carried out. 

”lf these efforts are not effec- 
tive. then the U.S. can be 
approached by Israel for assis- 
tance.” he said. 

"The U.S. has not agreed to 
give Israel everything it may ask 
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rently not a significant issue. 

’Ihe Arabs have already agreed 
that their boycott should not harm 
the Egyptian people, so it remains 
to be seen how far the boycott can 

go* 

Only Egypt. Sudan and Oman 
failed to send representatives to 
this conference. 

Khaddam Wed- 
nesday threatened Arab action 
against the Sultan of Oman and 
the Sudanese president, because 
they support the peace treaty.
